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respect to the subject matter of a claim. If an applicant amends 
or attempts to amend the abstract, specification or drawings of 
an application, an issue of new matter will arise if the content 
of the amendment is not described in the application as filed. 
Stated another way, information contained In any one of the 
specification, claims or drawings of the application as filed 
may be added to any other part of the application without 
introducing new matter. 

Emphasis Applicants'. 

The 37 C. F. R. § L312 amendment submitted May 26, 2006 to which the 
September 7, 2006 disapproval is a response sought to bring the description of Fig. 4 in the 
specification into conformity with Fig. 4 as originally filed. As ihe above-quoted section of 
the Manual demonstrates, AppUcant is entitled to do this. Entry of the May 26, 2006 37 C. F. 
R. § 1.312 amendment is again respectfiilly requested.
